Good evening sir, I am glad indeed 
that you have come, for I should like to converse with you upon the 
question of religion. It has ever been a mystery to, me how and by what 
means your people suceeed in deceiving so many, perverting the right way of 
the Lord, and leading honest people away from the religion of their fathers 
to follow after the doctrines of Joe Smith, and the abominable practices of 
which the Mormons are guilty. If you can show from the sacred Seriptares 
that your doctrines are true, it will be gratifying indeed to me. 

Mormon KLDRR.- And I, sir, shall take the greatest of pleasure in pointing 
out to you from the Seriptures of divine truth the way to eternal life, and in 
unfolding to your vision the plan prepared and ordained by Jesus Christ 
before the foundation of the world for the salvation and exaltation of the 
children of men. Before commencing, however, let us decide by what 
standard we are to judge the Scriptures, for, as we are seeking for truth, we 
want the word of God, plain and simple, and not the opinions of men. 

Ou. or E. M—Oh! I cannot agree to that, for there are so many passages: 
in the Scriptures the meaning of which is obscure, or upon which two or 
more constructions may be placed; so much so, that even the most learned 
writers and doctors of divinity have disagreed, and each has had equally 
well-founded claims to having interpreted the Scriptures aright. 

M. E.—True, the very reason why we should not for a single moment 
admit the opinions of men in the discussion of this question, involving, as it 
does, all our future prospects and hopes of eternal life. It is the word of 
God we want, as uttered forth by the voice of Jehovah, and as déclared by 
His holy Apostles and Prophets, who’ wrote and spoke as they were moved 
upon by the Holy Ghost. 
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Cu. or E. M.— Very well, we will pass over this point; and now, sir, what 
are the doctrines you teach and the principles in whieh you believe, that 
enable you to obtain such an ascendency over the minds of the people as to 
lead them away from this oy land to that far-off, desolate nee by the 
shores of the Great Salt La | 

M. E—The Gospel: and of lebivation is and easy to be 
understood, as taught by Jesus and His Apostles, and advocated by the 
Latter-day Saints. Iti is first, faith on the Lord Jesus Christ, repentance of 
all sit, and transgression, baptism for the remission of sins, and the laying on 
of hands for conferring the gift of the Holy Ghost. 

Cu. or E. M.—Oh yes, I agree with you 80 far as faith and repentance are 
concerned; but the matter of baptism is a question to be decided by one’s 
own. gelf-xmerely an outward sign of an inward. grace, to answer a good con- 
science. 

M. E. Do you not, then, consider baptism to be essential to „ sal vationt 

Ca. or E. M.—Not by any means; the Church of England does not con- 
sider it has authority to lay down such strict rules for the guidance of its 
communicants. It does not arrogate to itself the right to say that its mem- 
bers shall or shall not do this or that, especially upon a question so deubtful, 
and about which the Scriptures give no positive instructions. 

M. E- Pardon me, sir, but IL must bey leave. to differ with you there, for I 
think I can point out to you passages that will show beyond controversy that 
the Seriptupes do give plain and most positive. instructions in echoes 
ordjpance of baptism.

the day an angel of God coming in to him, and ‘saying unto him, Cornelius. 
And when he looked on him, he was afraid, and said, What is it, Lord? 
Aud he said unto him, thy prayers and thine alms are come up as a memorial 
beféte God! And now send men to Joppa, ‘and call for one Simon, whose 
surname is Peter: he lodgeth with one Simon a tanner, whose houne is by 
the sea side: he shall tell thee what thou oughtest to do.“ So, then, here we 
have a man devont, one that fears God, gives alms té the people, and prays | 
to God alway, yet there is something evidently essential to his salvation that 
he has not done, and of such great importance that the Almighty must needs 
send an angel from the courts above to call his attention to the fact. That 
point, the object of the angel’s visit, is clearly set forth in the 48th verse, for, 
when Peter came, saw their faith and heard their words, “he commanded © 
them to bs baptized.” This agrees with the other passages already quoted 
and the saying of Jésus that, Except a man be born of water and of the 
spirit, he cannot enter into the kingdom of God,” this being the door into the 
fold of Christ. Vou said that baptism as practiced by the Church of Eng- 
laud is for an outward sign of inward grace, and to answer a good conscience; | 
I should be pleased indeed if you would show me the passages in Scripture — 
to prove that such was the case in the days of the Apostles. 

Cx. or E M.—I am not now prepared to refer to the passages, and, can- 
didly speaking, I do not really know that they exist, although I have been a 
caréful student of the Scriptures daily for many years. But this is the view 
taken. and it is universally held by the Bishops and most prominent mem- 
bers vf the clergy to be the object of baptism. No one ever disputes this 
poldt, But all accept it, and what is so generally acceptable’ to the great 
masses of the people must bo right, 

M. E. Does it not seem strange that such a view should be taken by the 
graut and the learned and the masses of the people generally who ate Serip- 
ture xeaders, when the Scriptares are so plain and explicit upon this point“ 
Lot us turu for a moment to Mark i, 4: John did baptize in the wilderness, ’ 
add preach the baptism of repentance for the remission of sinus“ Luke Hl, 
3:And he came into all the country about Jordan, preaching’ the baptism” 
olerepontanes for the remission of sins.” Acts ii, 38: “Then Peter said unto 
them, Repent, and be baptised every one of you in the name of Jesus Obrist 
fob the femission of sins”. Acts xxii, 16: “And now why tarriest thou? 
arlss and be baptized, odd wb awny ‘thy sins.” These quotations clearly 
showithat the object of baptism as taught and practiced by the Apostles was 
foe the remission or washing away of sins, sins of which wo urs already guilty, © 
notsuch°as we may commit in the future. This being the case, vo one * 
should be baptised until he arrives at an age of accountability, nud “is is able’ | 
toqudge between good and evil, right and wrong; truth and error.” 

Cw ior E..M:—The passages you have quoted, I must adin 
toyindieate. what beptism was diginally intended for; dut 
viewed in that-hight, and your coadlusion, while may

mont cherished und time · bonored practices the baptism of tittle 
for what can be more beautiful than to see the little child given to Christ in 
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its infancy, and sprinkled with His blood that it may ee eee 
God. 

M. E. — Will you kindly point out to me the passages in holy. — which 
authorize the baptism of little children, or indicate that the seeing of — 
blood of Christ is necessary to their salvation? — | 

Cu. or E. M.—Who could reasonably object, and upon — — 
could such objections be made, to the baptism of a child in infancy, when it. 
can exert no will of its own to oppose? Why let it grow up in ne ! 
when it can be saved through baptism in childhood} 

M. E.—It does not necessarily follow that if a child is not baptized he will 
grow up in wickedness. The wise man Solomon said, Train up a child in 
the way he should go, and when he is old he will not depart from it” This: 
does not, however, refer to baptism, which, as shown by the passages already 

quoted, is for the remission or washing away of sin. As little children have 
not committed any sin until they arrive at the age of accountability, why 
baptize them? Clearly it is an addition to the Scriptures, an interpolation 
of. man, and something never contemplated by the Savior, for He peremptorily | 
commands: Suffer little children to come unto me, and forbid them not, for 
of such is the kingdom of heaven.” Forbid them not, neither by baptism, 
by sprinkling, nor by any other barrier, but suffer them, says Jesus, “to 
come unto me,” for they have an inalienable right to, and of such is the 
kingdom of heaven, they being pure and without sin in the eyes of the 
Almighty... And here, permit me to say, is another question involved: If 
little child or any one else is to be baptized, why not follow the plan adopted 
by Jesus and carried out by His Apostles—baptism by immersion? Why 
change the ordinance, and practice sprinkling or pouring instead . 

n. or E. M. —Ob, for many reasons; in the first place, the little intent 
could not in many instances endure the shock to its little delicate frame by 
being immersed. Again, to the grown person it is not as convenient; it 
would often put him to a great deal of unnecessary trouble. A little water 
answers the purpose; just the same as in the breaking of bread: it is not 
necessary to eat all the bread or to drink all the wine, a small piece of the 
bread. is all sufficient, and a mere taste of the wine. 80 
few drops of the water is all that is required. 

M. E.—It seems to me, my dear sir, that your reasons are band ells 
taken. In answer to the first, I have already shown by the Scriptures that 
the baptism of little children was never contemplated by the Savior, or pro- 
vided far in the great plan of redemption for the human race. In relation to 
the second, it hardly seems.to be consistent for us poor, weak, sinful creatures, 
pleading before and supplicating the throne of grace, to take into consider- 
ation the question of our‘own convenience, or the amount of trouble to which 
we may be put in obtaining a salvation and an exaltation in the kingdom of 
heaven, especially when we remember that those whom John saw as having 
gained. the victory, came up through great tribulation. Yout comparison of 
baptism with the partaking of bread and wine is equally at fault, for we find - 
that when Jesus instituted.the Lord's Supper, He took ei the bread and gave 
to them, and of the wine, and they all drank of it, each receiving-only a part, 
as you have said. Now, why not follow His example just as closely in the 
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-ordinance of baptism! When, Jesus was baptized He came up out of the 
water; in the baptiam of the Ethiopian eunuch, he and Philip went down 
both into the water, both Philip and the eunuch, and he baptized him, and 
‘when they were come up out of the water,” ete... Now, why all this incon- 
venience and trouble! Why require so much of this rich, opulent eunuch, 
this high-minded Ethiopian, who was so great in authority under Queen 
Candace! Why not sprinkle a little water in his face and let him go on his 
way rajoicing? Simply because that was not the plan, and would not have 
_ful6lled; the requirement; but he, like the humblest of the poor, must bow in 
submission to that immutable law, and walk in the footsteps of Jesus, through 
the door of baptism by immersion, into the fold of Christ. This is very 
‘beautifully illustrated and most clearly set forth in Romans vi, 3-5: Know 
Jo not, that so many of us as were baptized into Jesus Christ were baptized 
into his death? Therefore we are buried with him by baptism into death: 
that like as Christ. was raised up from the dead by the glory of the Father, 
even so we also should walk in. newness of life. For if we have been planted 
together in the likeness of his death, we sball be also in the likeness of his 
esurrection,” Now, there is nothing whatever in the act of sprinkling or 
pouring that does in any wise illustrate a “ burial,” or that can be said to 
represent a “ planting,” whereas it is clearly shown by the passages quoted 
that it was the intention of the Almighty in the great plan which He pre- 
pared before the foundation of the world for the redemption of the human 
race, that this ordinance of baptism should be typical of the death and burial 
-of Jesus Christ; that as His body was buried in the silent tomb, so our bodies 
Should be buried beneath the liquid wave, and that our coming forth there- 
from should be typical of His resurrection to immortal glory, as we, being 
thereby washed and cleansed from our sins, should thereafter walk in purity 
and newneas of life. This is the literal “ birth of the water of which Jesus 
spoke in John iii, 5, and it is the door to which He referred when He said: 
No man cometh in but by me, and he that climbeth up in any other way is 
.@ thief and a robber.” This door is also carefully guarded bya commissioned 
officer. I suppose, of course, yon recognize that to be necessary? 

Ca. or E. M—Oh, 30 far as that is concerned, I of course have received 
amy ordination from the church, and the Church of England recognizes the 
— of all its ministers to officiate in the ordinance of baptism. 

M. E.—You received your authority from the church? 

. Cm or E. M.— es. 
NM. E.—Where did the church obtain her authority? 

On or E. M.— Ab, well, yes; why, from the Bible, of course. 

NM. E- Just so. Now, by glancing into that good old book once more, we 
ball be able to learn how Paul, that great Apostle to the Gentiles, and 
others, were prepared for the ministry, which will, doubtless, assist our 
Judgment and enable us to form an idea as to how such things should be 
done in the present day. Acts xiii, 3: “And when they had fasted and 
» prayed, and laid their hands on them, they sent themaway. So they, being 
sent forth by the Holy Ghost,” ete. Deut. xxxiv, 9: “Joshwa was full of 
the spirit of wisdom, for Moses had laid his hands on him.” Mark iii, 14: 
He ordained twelve, that they should be with Him, and that He might 
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tend them forth to preach.” John xv, 16: “Ye have not chosen me, but I 
have chosen you, and ordained you.” Also xvii, 18: As thou hast sent me 


into the world, even 80 have I also sent them into the world.” Heb: v, 4: 
% No man taketh this honor unto himself, but be that is called of God, as 


was Aaron.“ Many more passages might be adduced to illustrate the way 


such things were done in former days, but this I imagine will be sufficiext; 
and now let us reflect for a moment and see if it would be within the müde 
of reason for the Bible to lay hands upon anyone, as in the case of Barnabas, 


Saul and Joshua. Or would it be possible for the Bible to ordain twelve, bs. 
Jesus did? Can we imagine the Bible saying to any one, “Ye have not 
chosen me, but I have chosen you, and ordained you?’ Clearly it can do 


none of these things. It cannot ordain any one. It is incapable of choositig 


any one. It cannot confer authority upon anyone. It is, therefore, simply 


impossible for the Bible to commission any person to preach the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ, or officiate in any of the sacred ordinances: of the house of God. 


Cn. or E M.—You draw your conclusions most forcibly, I am ‘free’ to 
admit, and you seem to have a great deal of assurance in your interpretation 


of the Scriptures. But if we should admit all this, what would become bf 


our long-established and venerated creeds of modern Christianity. I fear 


that we shall never be able to see alike. Why, the Church of England is 


most liberal upon this question of authority; so much so, that it recognizes . 


the right of all to officiate in the ordinances of the Gospel; as, for instance; if 
your little child is ill nigh unto death, and has not been baptized, if you. 
cannot reach a minister of the Church of England, you have a right to call in 


one vf any other denomination; or, if failing in that, the father may sprinkle 


the child himself, or, in his absence, even the mother may sprinkle the water 
upon it, or any woman, it matters not who, so that it is done before it dies. 
IT really am afraid that I must call your attention to that passage in Revela- 


tions wherein it says, that If any man shall add unto these things, Ged 


a ball add unto him the plagues that are written in this book.” 


M. E- Let us examine and see who it is that is in danger of these plagues... 
i I not proven every point of doctrine that I have advanced by threé or 


more passegos of Scripture (Jesus said, In the mouth of two or three wit- 


nesses shall every word be established”) so plain, positive and incontroverti- 


ble that they cannot be overturned? You have left them unanswered, for 
the simple reason that they are unanswerable. I think, therefore, that the 
Latter-day Saints are perfectly safe so far as those plagues are concerned. 
And now let us see if as much can be said for the Church of England. Have 
you not added to the words of this. Book and the ordinances of the Gospel of 


Jesus by instituting the practice of infant baptism, and the setting up of 
' god-fathers and god-mothers, to substantiate either of which not one word 
can be found within the covers of this sacred Book? And: are you not in 
danger of the judgments pronounced against those who take away fram 
‘the words of the Book of this prophecy?” Have you not excluded from the 
Church of Christ, Apostles; Prophets, and inspired men? Do you not declare 


that signs, wonders and miraculous gifts have ceased from among men: be- 


cause no longer needed! And do you not, universally, denounce all who for 
a moment believe in the ministration of holy angels, or in present revelation. 
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from God to man, declaring that the voice of inspiration has long since been 
hushed, and the awful voice of prophecy is no longer heard in the land? All 
of these were among the most prominent features of the Gospel in former 
days, and, according,to the Scriptures, are to be the principal indicators, of 
th WA time of the end and of the coming of the Sox of 
Man. 


Cu. or E. M.—I am afraid, sir, that I cannot continue this discussion with 
you any farther; I therefore wish you good evening.

A LOST OITY OF MEXICO. — Ancient ruins; which surpass anything of the kind 
yet discovered en the American Continent, have been found in Sonora, about four leagues 
» south-east of Magdalena, Mexico. There is one pyramid which has a base of 4,350 feet, 
and rises to a height of 750 feet. It has a winding roadway, which is many miles in 
length from the bottom leading by an easy grade to the top, wide enough for carriages 
to pass over. The outer walls of the roadway are laid in solid masonry from huge blocks 
ol granite in rubble, and the circles are as uniform and the grade as regular as could be 
made at this date by the best engineers. To the east of the pyramid’ a short distatice is 
a small mountain, about the same size and rising to about the same height. Ou the 
- sides of this mountain a people of an unknown age have cut hundreds upon hundreds of 
rooms, from 5 by 10 to 16 or 18 feet square. These rooms are cut out of solid stome, and 
_ 0 even and true are the walls, floor and ceiling, so plumb and level, as te defy variation. 
There are no windows to the rooms, and but one entrance, which is always from the top. 
The rooms are 8 feet high frem floor to ceiling. On the walls are numerous hieroglyph- 
des and representations of human forms, with feet and hands of human beings cut in the 
stone in different places. Stone implements of every deseription are to be found du great 
numbers in und about the rooma It is, of course; a matter of much speculation as to 
who the inhabitants were, and in what age they lived: Some say they were the ances- 
tors of the Mayos, à rave of Indians who still inhabit Southern Sonora, who have blue 
_ eyes, fair skin and licht hair, and are said to be e moral, industrious, and a, frugal race 
; of people, who have a written language and know something of mathematics.—American

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ADVICE TO THE ELDERS AND SAINTS. 
—0 — 

The season has passed for out-door preaching in Great Britain. Winter is 
almost upon us, dnd with the change of weather there necessarily comes 
somewhat of a change in the procedure or methods of operating among the 
_ Elders who are laboring for, the diffusion of Gospel light, and to warn the 
inhabitants of this nation of impending jndgments. In many—perhaps most 
of the Conferences the Elders, with the assistance of the local Saints, have 

done a good work during the summer months in distributing traots from 
house to house and in holding open-air meetings, and have probably made 
many acquaintances. During the winter months they should labor assidu- 

ously to cultivate these acquaintances and extend them, and continually 
broaden their sphere of action, holding evening meetings in the houses of 
Saints or stratigers, whenever an opportunity is afforded, In this way per- 
haps more than in any other is there good to be accomplished, at this season 
of the year, A lively, energetic, Elder will endeavor to hold a meeting almost 
every evening. during the week, in private houses or other places, and exert 
himself to get as many strangers as possible to attend. He will also require 
the Saints to use their influence as far as possible to induce strangers to 

attend the meetings, and we may remark, that if the Saints feel as they 
should do, and enjoy the spirit of their religion, they will) require no urging 
in this matter, but willingly do all in their power to bring others into the 
fold.” 

‘The Elders foo, should make a point of spending as much of their time as 
possible i in laboring and living among strangers, wherever they can find them 
willing to listen.to and entertain them. We would not have it understood 
from this that the Saints are to be neglected ; they should also be looked 

‘ ‘after by the Elders, but they should be taught as soon as possible to “stand 
alone,“ to become firmly established in the faith, and not require continual 
" ‘propping up, 80 that the Elders can devote their attention mostly to strangers. 
We know of no better plan to inspire the Saints with faith in God and at the 
same time-self-confidence, than to place responsibility upon them. The labor 

ol distributing tracts is one in which nearly all the Saints, old and young, can 
engage. The Elders should induce them to take hold in this work, organize 
among them (where such do not already exist) tract distributing societies, and 
_Instruet them in regard to the course to pursüe, that they may wotk system- 
“‘atically and harmoniously. Each person should have his or ber particular 
district in which to distribute, and should keep a record of the houses at 


j 
— 
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which the tracts are left, 80 as to know where to apply to recover them, and 
leave others in their place, and also that a definite report ean be made to the 
President of the branch or the Traveling Eider. of the work accomplished. 
The most bumble member of any Branch can, by engaging in this work, 
amaterially aid in the spread of the truth and at the same time acquit himself 
of the obligation that is laid upon all the Saints by the Almighty, to warn 
their neighbors as they themselves have been warned. They should be willing 
and pleased to do what they can in this direction, and trust to the Almighty 
for theirreward. If the Elders can afford to spend all their time in this labor, 
and with such hope of reward, surely the local Saints can afford to spend a 
portion of theirs—a few hours each week—in the same manner. 

We were much pleased on visiting Glasgow lately, to find a most excellent 
system of tract-distribution in vogue among the Saints in that city. The 
eae society, which includes most of the members of the Branch, 
holds periodical meetings at which the members report progress, exchange ideas, 
‘and exhort one another to diligence. Blank forms are furnished to the members, 
‘which they fill up and return as often as required, showing the number of 
Persons to whom they have furnished the first tract, the number which they 

haye collected the first tract from and supplied with the. second, and so on. 
If tracts are destroyed by those with whom they are left, this fact is also 
reported, and the members of the society are then supplied with others 
in the place of them, which they are required to preserve as far as n 
In this way 4 detinite record is kept of the work done. 
Inuvariable rules cannot be laid down to govern all cases That system 
which is most effectual in one place might not be appropriate for another. 
The Eldera are required to exercise wisdom and judgment in regard to 
_ this matter, and seek for the Spirit of God to direct them in devising plans 
. for the spread of the truth; and the Saiats should be on hand te aid them i in 
using all honorable means that will tend to this object. 

We are aware that many of the Saints are very poor, and are unable to do 

much in a financial way towards helping on the work; there are but few, 
pean who, if they have the disposition to do potuetlifiie for its further- 
__gnce, are unable to help in the manner in which we have indicated. We can 
Promise them that the blessing of God will attend them too, in — bm 
With their faithfulness, and they will be rewarded for all they do by an 
 dmorease of happiness here as well as glory hereafter. Those who are better 
Able, financially, and who can in addition aid in the support of the Traveling 
Elders, in providing them food or lodging, or a little money to pay their 
necessary expenses, will lose nothing by doing so. Remember the Savior 
has aaid, Whosoever shall give to drink unto one of these little ones a cup 
of cold water. only in the name of a disciple, verily I say unto you, he shall 
in no wise lose his reward.“ These Elders leave their homes and families 
and Journey to this ‘land at their own expense, and in some instances after 
antiving bere, acthally extend tore financial help to the’ Saints than they 
receive from them.

VOYAGE OF THE EMIGRANTS—SAFE ARRIVAL IN NEW YORK. 
We have received a letter written on board the S. S Wisconsin, rie. 


New York, Nov. 7, 1883, and signed by John Pickett, President, ‘and J 


MeMurtin, Secretary of tho company of emigrating Saints, ‘from Which we 
1 cull the following: 


After forwarding our report of the organization of the company “trom 


Quesnsiown, 
ve put out to sea about 1 p.m. on Sunday the 28th ult., all feeling happy and cheerful, 


with the exception of those who were sick. From the start we encountered head Winds 


and a rough sea, our old vessel being tossed about by the waves more like a building of 
cork than of iron; but, though winds and waves were contrary, we kept moving om our 


Journey. Ad times, however, oun speed was not very great. From the evening of the 


28th ult. until the 2nd inst. there was no lull in the gale, but the waves kept rising 


_ higher and higher, until at times it looked as though the old boat would be submerged. 


She rocked from side to side until the deck railing dipped right down into the fea, and 


then she would rise on a huge wave and sit triumphant tor & moment, like a ig of 


Uke, when she would charge the next on- coming wave by darting down into the 
of the sea, and, receiving the enemy on her bow, would rise again, throwing great rivers 
ol water over the deck in every direction.
